A SPECIAL EMERGENCY TASK 

has been assigned to the Red Cross to 
help alleviate the sufferings of 250.000 Cana¬ 
dians in the drought areas of tho western prov¬ 
inces whose situation the government describes 
as a national emergency. These 50.000 fam¬ 
ilies, of whom 40,000 are in Saskatchewan, 
have had no crops and no incomes for an aver¬ 
age period of five years. They have not been 
able to make any necessary household replace¬ 
ments at all. 

The situation is tragic in the extreme. I -ord 
Tweedsmuir has pointed to the miserable plight 
to which these unhappy people have been re¬ 
duced. Their fortitude during the unbroken 
succession of calamitous years is characteristic 
of the British tradition. Their courage com¬ 
mands our admiration. Their sufferings invoke 
our benevolence. Many of them have no blan¬ 
kets, sheets or towels. They lack such absolute 
necessities as stove pipes, window glass, kettles, 
plates, cups and other similar essentials.

It 
will cost approximately $750,000. of Which 
some $100,000 has already been subscribed in 
two large donations of $50,000 each.

December 5—The baby 
panda, the first specimen of this | 
rarest of animals ever to be taken 
alive, says a wtrelese dispatch to The 
New York Times from Shanghai, was 
destined for the Bronz Zoo In New 
Yorkf Mrs. Harknese captured It on 
November 9 In the mountainous 
region northwest of Chengtu. near 
Szechuan.Mm the Thibetan border. 
William Harkneea. her husband, went 
to China In January. 193ft. and spent 
thirteen months vainly trying to 
obtain a permit for a hunting and 
exploring expedition. He died In 
Shanghai In February of this ypar. 

Mrs. Hark ness went to China lata 
last summer and conducted the ex¬ 
pedition that obtained the buby 
panda. She brought It by airplane 
from Chengtu to Shanghai and In¬ 
tended to sail by the Empress of 
Russia, en route to New York. 

It waa learned the customs com¬ 
missioner of Shanghai had Issued 
instructions *o inspectors to be on 
the look-out for the tiny animal 
They detained It on ths grounds that 
certain necessary formalities had not 
been compiled with. 

Although China larks facilities and 
wild animal experts for keeping this 
rare specimen alive It In doubtful now 
If Mm. Harknese will be permitted to 
take the animal to New York, for her 
prlxe is the first panda ever taken 
alive. The species Is so rare that 
only a few of the world’s museums 
poHseas mounted specimens. Mrs. 
Harknea* was also hystertaal about 
ths frustration of her plans. Be¬ 
sides the costly expedition equipment 
inherited from her husband she has 
spent more than 430.000 on the quest 
for the panda.

models or miniature Imitation* of locomotive*, 
ships, buildings, stc.. that to the unfamiliar eve 
seem to be mere playthings, fit for the amusement 
of children.

Bode of the most important and dottare- 
saving researches of today are made with models. 
Arthur D. Little Inc. ha# summarised in 1 recent 
bulletin some of the serious uses of engineers'

In civil snglneerlng earthquake upheavals and 
their effect on buildings and structures are being 
studied by models Real earthquake waves, pro¬ 
duced by a photo-electric eye and a "servo¬ 
mechanism" which follows the wavy outline of 
the shadowgraph of a natural earthquake record, 
rock small model* of water tanks and other 
structures.

I N THE spring of 1838. two British companies tried to make 
record steamboat runs across the Atlantic. One sent forth 
the Sirius, a small but good boat, and three day* later the (ireat 
Western, a much larger vessel, started oul for the other com¬ 
pany. The Sirius reached New York harbor a few hours ahead, 
but the Great Western had made far belter tihir—only fifteen 
days for the crossing.

Walter Wellman. Chicago newspaperman, was the first to 
dare an airahip or “dirigible” flight across the Atlantic. After 
tareful planning, he boarded the America with five com- 
ianions—and with a grey cat as mascot. The start took place 
from Atlantic City, NJ.. on October 15, 1910. The airship made 
about 250 miles eastward over the ocean, then was struck by 
heavy winds which pushed it southward. It fell into the sen. but 
all on board—including the cat—were saved by an ocean 
steamer.

. Novel Technique Is Developed By Ornithologist I X-Rays Probe Sea Shell Treasure Box_ 


B IRDS bh<T beasts mounted 
in museum eases ean now 
“perform” for visitors, flying 
and leaping, singing and call¬ 
ing in their natural voices, .just 
as you would see and hear them 
in the woods. It is all owing 
to a new technique in museum 
preparation worked out by 
Prof. A. A. Allen, noted orni¬ 
thologist of Cornell University, 
which combines sound-effect 
movies with the mounting of 
prepared specimens against a 
realistic background of stones, 
trees, and other environmental 
material broughtwn from the

two Irregular objects suggesting stone knives; a triangle of stone, possibly an arrow point; a long pointed ob¬ 
ject. possibly a spear or harpoon point; and one tiny ornament less than an Inch long shaped tike open 

scissors with holes at the tlpa. 


When you stop In front of the mu¬ 
seum cast, you first see the mounted 
specimens. They are like all other 
modern specimens—very lifelike and 
natural, but still and silent as though 
under a magician* spell. 

Then you pres# a button. Immedi¬ 
ately a motion picture screen rolls 
or slides into the place of the glass 
case front. On this the same group 


la projected in exactly the same posi¬ 
tion. from a motion picture machine. 
The birds and animals "go Into their 
dance." moving and singing exactly 
as they did In nature when the sound 
film was taken by the naturalist- 
cameraman in the woods.

Methods From Modern Baking 


IIOW TO TELL what kind of bread 
** a variety of flour will make before 
starting to bake, is told in recent re¬ 
searches by tiro British physical che¬ 
mists. Dr* P. Hal ton. of the Research 
Association of British Flour Milton, 
and O. W Boot Blair, of the physic* 
department of Botham*lead Experi¬ 
mental Station. 

The "shortness" of ,* dough de¬ 
termine* many characteristics of a 
finished bread or cake. By deter¬ 
mining this ease of tearing of the 
dough in a mechanical way It to hoped 
to bake even better products than 
those that "mother used to make." 
without dapending on the highly- 
trained Judgment of an experienced 
baker. 

- Nowadays bakers use the tame 

method of determining how “short" 
a dough la. that our great-grand¬ 
mother* used, and are unable to toll 
until after the dough has undergone 
a great deal of the process of making 
tt into bread. If they want to make 
the dough "shorter" they add a fat. 
usually lard, in not too precisely de¬ 
termined amounts. All their methods 
are trial and error ones, and a great 
many are traditional. 

Scientist* have attacked the prob¬ 
lem by learning something about the 
fundamentals of baking They have 
found that a short dough—one that 
tears easily—has long, heavy fibres. 
The finer the fibres the lees the short¬ 
ness of the dough 

To determine shortness accurately 
they use an instrument that tells 
how easily dough will flow through 
j noszlc when the measure 
pu*hap It la Increas'd U*ln~ '**’» 
tester, they rind that they can make 


the dough shorter by adding lard, iron 
chloride, or a phosphate, and leas 
short by adding amino adds. Most 
peculiar of these acids I* systlne, 
which make* the dough fibres hang 
together by hooking the long, thin 
molecule* in strands like a series of 
rope ladders.

accentuate the beauty of the more 
permanent character to which they 
are subordinate 

Sheets of carpet bedding, which 
may be very attractive when executed 
on a large scale In a park or on a 
large estate, are not a suitable treat¬ 
ment of a small suburban garden. 
Furthermore, when you do wish to 
Introduce s splash of color here snd 
there In the informal arrangement, 
be sure you do not use a formal 
grouping, such as a square, a circle 
or a straight line of plant* which 
would ruin the effect. The following 
suggested plantings are all suited to 
treatment:

However, the 
birds should be examined st Intervals 
because a re infest a tlon may occur 
during hot weather. 

The red mites do not stay on ths 
birds constantly. As a rule they 
spend the day In some crack or 
crevice or on the underside of the 
roost*, preying on the birds at night 
by piercing the skin and gorging 
themselves with blood. The control 
Is comparatively simple. A solution 
of one to three crude carbolic and 
kerosene or one of the good coal tar 
preparations usually used as a disin¬ 
fectant m*y be applied with s brush I. 
to the dropping boards, roosts, snd 
nests after they have been thoroughly 
scraped and cleaned. 

In the case of a bad infestation, 
when the mites have migrated to all 
parts of the house, a thorough clean¬ 
ing and spraying with one of these 
agents will be necessary and should 
be repeated after an Interval of two 
or three days For more complete 
details on “How to Rid a Hen of Lies 
and s Henhouse of Mites." write to 
the Publicity snd Extension Branch.

Built For Housekeepers By Women 


•pHB TURKEY la the big 

Flams, yea, o € course, but tbs 
great family feast should be built 
around the royal bird. And this year 
there will be 5 000 000 mors turkeys 
on the market than last year. Poul¬ 
try raisers have been studying the 
feeding and raising of infants, you 
see Tender birds, with smooth black 
legs, pliable breast bones and fat. wen 
distributed under the skin—these 
await you at the market. Fresh tur¬ 
keys—never a cold storage bird for 
Christina*, remember. No need for 
that, despite what anyone may tell 
you. Those birds, shipped In. ice or 
partially frosen, are not cold-storage; 
they have been freshly ^killed but 
iraarn slightly merely to eep them 
frosen slightly merely to keep them 
AM xteen-pound turkey will feed' 
twenty of the clan In one sitting. 
And a sixteen-pound bird will pro¬ 
duce approximately four times as 
much meat as an eight-pound turkey. 
Figure that bountiful yield when you 
are ordering. The average small fam¬ 
ily prefers an eight to a twelve-pound 
turkey, but If you can use the larger 
aise, it will be w better market value 
for you.

There are as many ways to roast 
a turkey a* there are ways to bring 
up a child to honor his parents in 
their old age. The basic principle is 
about the same in all families, how¬ 
ever. First comes the matter of stuff¬ 
ing. Oysters, chestnut*, sausage and 
what-not peas in delectable review. 
We will appoint an apple stuffing to 
honor this year’s feast. 

APPLE STIFFING 

(For a twelve-pound turkey) 

Ingredients: Half-cup diced salt 
pork. 1)4 cups chopped celery. % cup 
chopped onion. 2 cups fine dry bread 
crumbs. H cup chopped parsley. 10 
sour apples cut In cubes. 1 cup sugar. 
1-W te as poo n poultry seasoning, salt 
and pepper. 

In a large pan. fry the pork, then 
remove. In the fat. fry celery, onion, 
parsley for two minute*, then remove 
and add the apples which have been 
sprinkled with sugar. Cover, simmer 
until tender. Remove cover and sim¬ 
mer a few minutes more, then add 
crumbs, cooked pork snd vegetables. 
Season. 

There's e farm tradition that the 
turkey should be stufferf the night 
before using, and that some of the 
stuffing should be nibbed bn the 
surfaoe. Farm traditions deserve 
Christmas respect. 

The festive critter has been singed, 
all pinfeathers removed, the bird 
washed Inside and out with running 
water, dried, stuffed. Now sew him 
up with darning thread, truss him. 
dust with salt and pepper, place In a 
roaster, then set In a cold place to 
wait the dawning of a grateful to¬ 
morrow. 

To roast, place first In s very hot 
oven and cook fast for twenty-five 
minutes. Then lower heat and con¬ 
tinue to roast for twenty-five min¬ 
uter per pound.

J CAN put vegetables on the table j 
• but I can not make my men-folka 
eat them until. I resort to some neat 
tricks of our home-making trade. 

The good old standbys known a*: 
the root vegetables seem to need an ! 
especial lot of dressing up to make 
them go over. 

Parsnips never were very well re¬ 
ceived until I tried making them into 
little flat cakes and browning them 
In butter. 

PARHXIF FATTIES 

Four or five good-size parsnips. I 
egg. 1 cup cracker crumbs. 

Scrub parsnips and cook lh boiling 
salted water until tender. Drain, 
scrape and mash. Add cracker crumbs 
and' egg well beaten Mia mil and 
form Into round flat cakes Brown 
first on one aide and then on the 


other In melted butter or bacon fat in 
a frying pan Serve with a garnish 
of crisp parsley. 

These patties are a delicious vege¬ 
table to serve with fricasseed chicken, • 
veal pot roast or steamed fish with 
egg sauce. 

Then there la turnips. I never liked 
them myself until my small son had 
a bumper crop in his garden (they 
are one of the easiest vegetables to 
raise) and after all hts weeding and 
hoeing It did not seem fair not to 
use them. Diced turnips in a mock 
Hollandalae aauce are very good. Peel 
the turnips and cut them In neat dice. 
Cook, uncovered. In boiling salted 
water unt*l tender. Drain thoroughly 
and serve in the following sauce:

They are a* 
simple to do as baked potatoes Rub 
off loose husks but do not peel. Placo 
them on a baking pan and bake an 
hour In a moderately hot oven (400 
degree* F ). When ready to serve 
pull out the centre and sprinkle with 
•alt and pepper and fill with butter.
